The minister conceded that 
Wallace was correct in saying 
that only a few doctors abuse 
their hospital privileges, but 
he, insisted the costs of that 
abuse are high. 

Speaking during the budget 
debate at the opening of the 
afternoon sitting Loffmark 
had cited thre examples of 
hospital inefficiency blamed 
on doctors: 


@ A teenage gifl who 
spent 10 days in hospital 
before even being examined, 
a case later described as a 
“mistake” by a doctor.

What then, it was asked in Singapore, 
is the Canadian position,on the security 
of the Indian ocean? The answer was 
essentially not to have a policy. The 
Indian Ocean is a long way away, after 
all, And the withdrawal of Canadian 
forces from Europe was already putting 
into practice the policy that our security 
effort must be concentrated closer to 
home, Even Europe was quite a distance 
away. 

Did any other countries hold to this 
position? Why of course, Jamaica, too, 
was a long, long way away. But Canada 
is the larger power. Mr. Trudeau won his 
spurs as a mediator at Singapore. And 
with a policy of studied disinterest, 
Canada awaits the call for yet another 
and more formidable rescue operation. 

The eight nations in the study break 
down into ents roughly in groups 
of two, India and Malaysia, closest to the 
action, as it were, wish that all foreign 
power would just go away and leave 
them and their ocean in peace and 
neutrality” The only .trouble with that 
position is that ft won't happen. Britain 
and Australia are concerned about the 
trade routes, Britain believes the build- 
up in Soviet naval strength js a serious 
problem.

If so, 
there are three apparent options. One is 
for Britain to do all the patrolling 
herself. This is the East African solution 
but one which Britain finds financially 
and morally unacceptable.

This question has been 
investigated by Professor El 
liott Jaques, who is head of 
the school of social sciences 
at Brunel University, and an 
original thinker on such mat- 
ters as the nature of work 
and how it can be fairly 
rewarded. He has just pub 
lished «© book, “Work, 
Creativity, Social Justice,” in 
which one paper deals with 
the Question of the artist's 
midtife crisis. 


Between 35 ond 39 


Jaques postulates ai sort of 
artist's. climax occurring be- 
tween the ages of 35 and 39; a 
do-or-die period. In taking a 
random sample of 310 painters, 
composers, poets, writers and 
sculptors of undoubted great- 
ness or genius he discovered 
that the death rate showed @ 
sudden jump between 35 and 
39, at which period it is much 
above the norma! death rate 
Those who died between these 
ages included Mozart, Ra- 
phael, Chopin, Rimbaud, Pur- 
cell, Baudelaire, and Watteau. 


There was then a big drop 
in the death rate between 40 
and 44, followed by-a return 
to the normal death rate 
pattern in the late forties 
“The closer one keeps to 
genius in the satnple,” writes 
Jaques “the more striking 
and clear cut is the spiking of 
the deathrate in middle life.” 


Out of this almost acci- 
dental observation he came to 
formulate the concept of the 
mid-life crisis. In looking into 
the lives of major artists 
Jaques found evidence in 
many cases of a critical and 
decisive change of life occur-

Silence, Seclusion / 


Jaques cites instances of 
major midlife changes in the 
lives of artists. Bach was 
mainly an organist until at 
the age of 38 he began his 
great achievements as a 
composer; almost the reverse 
seems to have happened in 
the case. of Rossini — his 


paratively silent until his 
death at 74, dividing his life 
into two distinct parts 
swift triumph, followed by the 
long years of silence and 
seclusion. 


Racine had 13 years of 
continuous success, climaxed 
by “Phedre” at the age of 38; 
for about 12 years after that 
he produced nothing. -Ben 
Jonson had done al) his major 
work by the age of 43, and

added little to his» achieve- 
ments in the remaining 20 or 
more years of his life. 


Goethe underwent a pro- 
found inner change between 
the ages of 37. and 39, 
associated with his journey- 
ings through Italy. He fe- 
garded this as the climax of 
his life, the time when he was 
granted an understanding of 
his mission. 

Michelangelo produced a 
series of masterpieces by the 
time be was 40; his Dayid 
was finished at 29, the Roof of 
the Sistine Chapel] at 37, and 
his Moses between 37 and 40. 
Little is known of any artistic 
work that he may have done 
during the next 15 years. of 
his life. There would appear 
to have been a creative hiatus 
until 56, when he began work 
on the great Medici monument 
and later in the “Last Judg- 
ment” and frescoes in the 
Pauline Chapel, 


Jaques cites these Instances

It was only feverish composi- 
tion that he knew—the kind 
that defies reality, 

Jaques contrasts this type 
of hot-from-the-fire creativity, 
intense. spontaneous and 
read y-made—typically rep- 
resented by Mozart, Keats, 
Shelley, Rimbaud, all of 
whom died in the mid-life 
crisis—with what he calls the 
“soulpted oreativity” that can 
come, after the artist has 
successtully: “passéd through 
his climacteric. 


Sudden Bursts 


This other form of 
eréativity he describes in 
these terms: ‘‘The inspiration 
itself may come more slowly. 
Even if there are sudden 
bursts, of inspiration, they are 
only, the beginning of the 
work process. The _ initial 
inspiration must first be 
externalized in its elemental 
state. Then begins the process 
of forming and fashioning the 
external product, by means of 
working and reworking the 
externalized material." 

This is how’ Beethoven 
worked, lacking Mozart's 
magic flow, constantly, 
laboriously reworking and 
reworking his compositions, 
nothing coming easily, to 
which the mass of endlessly 
rewritten and corrected music 
scores bear evidence. 

What the mid-life crisis 
seems to be essentially about 


is whether the 
accept

tain to the last the delusion of 
immortality that js so dear to 
the poetic imagination.

“Sculpted creativity,’ 
according to Jaques, can 
arise only when ‘death and 
human destructiveness—that 
is to say, both death and the 
death instinct—are taken into 
account (then) the quality 
and content of creativity 
change to the tragic, re- 
fiective and phjlosophical.”’ 

Though Jaques is formu- 
lating a concept’ in terms of 
the newest ideas about the 
mind, he claims no newness 
in an absolute sense. Indeed, 
he quotes as the perfect 
description of the onset of the 
mid-life crisis the opening of 
Dante’s “The Divine 
Comedy." 

“In the middle of the 
journey of our life, I came to 
myself within. a’ dark wood 
where the straight way was 
lost. Ah, how hard it is to tell 
of that wood, sayage and 
harsh and dense, the thought 
of which renews my fear.” 

Dante eventually arrives at 
Paradiso, and this would be 
Jaque’s idea of the stccessful 
resolution of the artist's, mid- 
life crisis. Dante put it like 
this; “But now my desire and 
will, like a wheel that spins 
with even motion; were re- 
volved by the love that moves 
the sun and other stars.’’

Parachutes Provide Exercise 
In Variation of Scarf Dance 


WINNIPEG (CP)'— Win- 
nipeg’s elementary schools 
appear to have fotnd a way 
to take the drudgery out of 
physical education classes. 

Since the school division 
bought four surplus army 
cargo parachutes and put 
them into use in physical 
education classes, student re- 
sponse has soared. 

The parachutes are used 
primarily to develop motor co- 
ordination in children with 
learning disabilities, and 
trainable mentally handi- 
capped children. 

But, says Janet Simpson, 
one of eight physical educa- 
tion teachers employed by the 
division, the response from: all 
the children she works with 
has been overwhelming. 

“I love it, and so do the 
kids. Even the ones who 
tended ‘to sit out for any 
excuse are coming in and 
joining in every period.” 

The use of parachutes as a 
teaching aid is a first here, 
but it has been experimented 
with in the United States. The 
Winnipeg school division first 
came across the idea at a 
conference at Fargo, N.D.,

kittens is at an all-time high in Canada and the States, 
creating a dangerous imbalance between the nuntber of dbgs 
and cats and the homes that are available to them. 

The problem is acute in Victoria, as well, according to 
Mrs. Kerswell, but all efforts to interest the local breeders in 
the ABC (Anima! Birth Control) methods of her group have 
failed. The result? “Enormous suffering for pets doomed to 
be homeless.” 

Mrs. Kerswell passes on this advice: 

“The solution Hes in the spaying of female animals. 
Spaying is not only the one certain means of preventing the 
nation-wide cruelty of breeding more animals than the nation 
is able or willing to provide homes for, but it also offers 
other advantages. A spayed dog or cat will not attraet packs 
of male animals. The spayed animal is content to stay at 
home and is not inclined fo roam and annoy the neighbors. 
The notion that a spayed animal will become fat or lazy is an 
old wives’ tale, It won't if you don't over-feed it. The idea 
that a dog or cat should be permitted to have one litter 
before being spayed is equally mistaken.”

My thanks to a number of women readers who have sent 
me recipes for ‘‘real, home-made bread,’ and one in 
particular, from Gayle Petersen, in. Langford, worked out so 
well that I want to pass it along. Goes as follows: 

Yeast mixture: One cup warm water; two packages of 
yeast; one tablespoon honey or molasses, Mix and let stand 
in a warm place ( 80 degrees or so) for 10 minutes. 

Sponge mixture: Three cups of hot water; one-third. cup 
of honey or molasses; one-and-a-half cups of whole wheat 
flour; four tablespoons of oil; one tablespoon of salt. Mix 
together. Add enough more whole wheat flour to make a stiff 
batter, Add the yeast. mixture, mixing thoroughly. Let this sit 
in a warm place for 15 minutes so the flour can absorb the 
moisture, : ‘ 

Add enough more whole wheat flour to make a dough 
that can be handled, yet soft. Knead five minutes. 

Cut dough into quarters, put each part into a buttered tin. 
(An empty stew tin is a good size — about 15 ounces.) Put 
into cold oven and turn on to 200 degrees for 2% minutes. 
Then set at 350 degrees for 30 minutes, Turn out of tins 
immediately to cool. 

Gayle adds two tablespoons of soya flour, a tablespoon of 
Brewer's ‘Yeast and three tablespoons of corn méal, but 
that’s optional.

Fear of New Tremors 
Grips Shattered City 


LOS ANGELES The 
death toll climbed to 44 today 
from the earthquake that has 
left the population of the third- 
largest city ih the United 
States frightened of new 
tremors, 

More than 1,000 were in- 
jored ag a result of the 
rumbling quake that struck at 
6:01 a.m. PST Tuesday and 
the hundreds of aftershocks 

Officials said 25 persons 
were missing, some buried in 
the rubble of two collapsed 
buildings at a Veterans 
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Administrations hospital in 
the hard-hit west end of the 
populous San Fernando Val- 
ley. 

It was too early to give a 
full damage estimate, but it 
will run. in the’ bundreds of 
millions of dollars. 

Twenty-five bodies had been 
found in the hospital wreck- 
age; 45 persons were rescued. 
One hundred persons were 
injured 

So heavy and so interlocked 
were huge chunks of concrete

HEAR CRIES FOR HELP 

Although cries. of ‘Help 
me! Help me!” could be 
heard Tuesday night, authori- 
ties said there was little 
likelihood of more survivors 
being found. The bodies of 
five persons were extricated 
in the night and early morn- 
ing hour's. 

Some 400,000 Canadians who 
emigrated to California live in 
the populous Los Angeles 
area.

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NEW CLEAN-AIR BILL 
PROVIDES STIFF FINES

OTTAWA (CP) — Fines of 
up to $200,000 for indus- 
tries found guilty of air pollu- 
tion are provided fot in a 
proposed clean air act given 
first reading Tuesday in the 
Commons. 


The legislation makes the 
elimination of air pollution 
and preservation of clean air 
a top priority in the soon-to-be- 
established department of the 
environment. 


Forestry Minister Jack 
Davis, who fs to be in charge 
of the new department, said 
air pollution costs in Canada 

-including health, housing 
and building maintenance, 
laundry and cleaning costs 
now amounts to $1.5 billion a 
year.

Details of schedule’ proposals are beitig 
withheld by B.C. Hydro until the crown 
corporation advises municipal councils. 

Hydro’s board of directors are scheduled to 
meet Feb, 22 to consider an increase in fares, The 
last increase, to 25 cents from 20 cents, was in the 
spring of 1970. 

Gordon Shrum, Hydro chairman, said Tuesday 
the schedule alterations would involve a “funda- 
mental change in our philosophy” about urban 
transportation,

He said ‘the transit system was losing $4.4 
million prior to wage increases for transit division 
workers who settled for a 1434 per cent pay raise 
over 27 months after a 32-day strike. 

Shrum declined to elaborate on what the 
changes might entail until after municipal councils 
have been told. Hydro will announce the changes 
through newspaper advertising. 

The B.C. government pays a $2 million 
subsidy to Hydro, leaving the corporation to offset 
the remaining deficit from other_resources. 

Transit loss on Vancouver Island has been $1 
million and would be $2 million after the 
settlement, Shrum said.
